Wednesday afternoon when he failed 
to arrive and phoned the Van Du- 
inhoven home to learn that Mr. 
Bevers had,not been there the pre- 
vious night. 


A searching party was immediate- 


ly organized by Marshal Gerritts. 
Twelve boats patrolled the 
river 


banks near Little Chute Thursday, 
while others dragged the river. The 
body, was brought to the surface in 
the canal by Adrian Bevers at 9 
o'clock Friday morning. 


It is believed the aged man lost his 


balance while walking along 
the 


side of the canal and fell into the 
water.

FIRE AT WAUSAU 


Spread of Flames Stopped 


by Location of Factory on 
River Island 


Wausuu—W) — The Cereal Mills 


Co. property, consisting of between 
two and three acres of buildings on 
Clark's island, in the heart of this 
city, was destroyed by fire last night 
in an estimated loss of $130,000. 


The fire is believed to have started 


in the boiler 
room 
of one of the 


buildings, first being discovered at 
about 8 o'clock. It burned slowly for 
three hours, when 
it reached the 


huge wooden elevators. Then for two 
hours flames shot up from the place 
200 feet into the air. It was 
still 


burning today, but was slowly dying 
out. 


The fact that the factory was lo- 


cated on an island In the Wisconsin 
river probably saved the city from 
a more disastrous fire, for with the 
strong west wind sparks blew out 
of the blaze like hail. Scores of res- 
iden^s mounted their roofs to extin- 
guish numerous small fires. 


Between 8,000 and 10,000 persons 


were attracted to the scene, standing 
on the river banks and on the Me- 
morial bridge, where they were af- 
forded an excellent view. Whether a 
dust explosion was responsible for 
the fire is not known, but about mid- 
night a series of blasts were heard. 
At that time the fire department was 
helpless. Two hours later, the wood- 
en elevator had burned down and the 
fire was still burning 
in the brick 


buildings surrounding It. 


About 50 persons will be thrown 


out of work as the result of the fire. 
The loss to the company is almost 
entirely covered by insurance, how- 
ever. The plart was about 30 years 
old and was the largest in the city. 


The firm carried $160,000 insurance.

LEARNED BY EXPERIENCE 
"Some people think they can be- 


come expert criminologists by mere- 
ly studying criminals, but It can't 
be done," decalred Renard. "The 
only way to really know crime and 
those connected with it is to be one 
of them. I spent about 12 years with 
various gangs and learned about all 
there is to know about this crime 
business. 


"There Is no truth to the theory 


that there Is something wrong men- 
tally with criminals. 
Most of them 


go Into' the racket with their eyes 
wide open and with the full realiza- 
tion of what tha consequences may 
be. I know that there was nothing 
wrong with me when I first became 
a criminal. I had been working for 
$20 a week and saw nothing but 
hard work ahead of me.

"I am through with crime now,

which I hope will be soon,

expect 
to write several books on 


criminology. With the money they 
will bring me and my salary as a 
movie crime expert, I will be able to 
have anything I want.

to a life of crime again.'- Sure- it's 
exciting—but a little too much so. 
I lived through two big gang wars 
but I have no desire to go through 
any more."

has been a whole school of writers-— 
not ."modernists," -the school goes 
farther than the "modarnists"—who 
have taken great delight in maiming 
the gods of tlieir fathers; Perhaps 
it. -will, be :a short cut -to, call these 
people the desciples of Mencken. 


"A Preface to Morals," 'by Walter 


Lippmann, a book that is just, now 
enjoying. great vogue, begins where 
the iconoclasts leave offi .fand-tries. to 
tabe-.tfrei next step. :Mr., -Lippmann 
says in his' early .chapter, that-his 
book is an attempt to help the peo- 
ple- -who have abandoned the ' 'old 
time 'religion," as the fundamental- 
ists say, readjust themselves to the- 
modern /world in which . they ' live. 
But 'he' adds that his book, is for peor 
pie who are no 'longer defliant' of 
their rebellion but who sincerely find 
it impossible to subscribe to, the old 
doctrines-' and are troubled and per- 
ptexe'd. The" book is an attempt to 
give? -such people a new_ philosophy 
of^Iife. The book in short is exactly 
what the title says it is — a - pre- 
face to morals. 


The, .book is interesting but. in a 


very different way from the interest 
that; inherese in -the books Of the 
iconoclasts. There- is not at all the 
same zest in it that is to be found 
in,-a typical Mencken .'book. I can: im- 
agine that1 it is much-more fun 'to 
write an iconoclastic- book than one 
that represents a patient building- 
up of- a:new :mpral code ,:for a new- 
age. Smashing -things is always/.a lot: 
el fun for people of the smashing 
temperjnent. It is often /valuable 
also-.because it is often necessary- to 
smash up a. lot of things before the 
building process can begin. The new 
Lippmann book would have been 
impossible without the work of the- 
iconoclasts. The iconoclasts- are' al- 
ways m<Jre noisy, of necessity, than 
writers like Lippman, and they get 
much more advertising, but when

There is a close examination 
of this phase and tlie conclusion— 
right or wrong — is ^that the old 
religious compulsions have disap- 
peared for such a large mass of peo- 
ple that there has never been a 
parrallel on a similar scale in the 
history of the world. 


The second division sets for the 


Idea that the insight of the sages of 
history is confirmed by modern psy- 
chology. In several periods of the 
wbrlft's history great men' have - in- 
tuitively discovered the principles of 
true 'morals that are now founid- to- 
be solidly built.

Worcester, Mass. 


Only Tuscans posed for the figures 


in Mr. Sterne's sixteen bas-reliefs, 
yet the innate Yankee quality of the 
types, angularity 
of shoulders, el- 


bows and cheek-bones, stands., out. 


"•Industrialized New England," the 


scoulptor explained 
to the Associ- 


ated Press, "offers today few of the 
old types such as we know from 
contemporary portraits and prints. 
Life is easier for the rich, and occu- 
pations more varied for those not so 
rich. In order to find the physical 
characteristics of the settlers of the 
Old Colony, I had to discover a peo- 
ple who worked with the same kind 
of primitive farm implements, who 
hunted and fished in the same crude 
way. And I found them here in Italy, 
mainly in the upland village of An- 
ticol-Corrado." 


The artist pointed out further that 


there was a similarity between the 
costumes of the Puritan epoch in 
America and those worn today in ru- 
ral Italy. Here in the poorer com- 
munes the wives still, do the spin- 
ning,-carding- and weaving as they 
did in the 
American pioneer com- 


munities. 
The straight line in the 


clothing of both men and women is 
much in evidence. Even the rough 
household furniture and home-baked 
pottery show similarity. 


"This likeness

The moves of the Pennsylvania 


railroad, which have followed last

inals in Baltimore and presumably 
Henry Ford's road, the Detroit, To- 
ledo and 'renton, have stirred Ui> 
most of the trouble. It is taken for 
granted that the Pennsylvania is be- 
hind the Wabash railroad in the 
plan which the latter expects to pre- 
sent in a few days for a fifth rail- 
road system in the east. 


This system, if permitted, would in- 


clude such roads aj the "Western

puted by the Taplins of Cleveland 
who are thought to be intimately as- 
sociated with the Pennsylvania in its 
merger schemes.

and mergers of airplane and engine

companies 
and 


freight, express mail and passenger 
aviation services \vere forecast today 
as

tion. That will 
be the name of the 


new holding company vrhich will con- 
trol ten important concerns in the 
aviation field comprising the Keys- 
rurtisp and Hoyt-Wrieht groups. 


Such consolidations are logical out- 


comes of the present 
trend in the 


great new industry. 
Aviation has 


been growing by leaps and bounds, 
as well as sprouting wings, but it 
has not shown the same speed as the 
rush of'manufacturers and operators 
to get.into the business. As a result, 
the industry, 
shooting 
up like a 


growing boy, is becoming subject to 
growing pains and these are likely 
to become more acute in the next sis 
months. 


Competition is severe. There are 


between one 
and 
two score com- 


panies, turning out airplanes. They 
are building them faster than pur- 
chasers can 
be developed and the 


struggle for 
business 
in some, in- 


stances is reported to have led to 
a cutting of prices which slashed the 
margin of profits 
to infinitesimal 


amounts! 


MERGERS CUT OVERHEAD 
Consolidations would 
materially 


lessen'competition although even af- 
ter alt the mergers deemed possible 
are formed, there will be plenty of 
opposition' for all. More important, 
however, the mergers will cut over- 
head, operating- 
and construction 


costs. This would enable standardiza- 
tion of prices -on a lower level than 
at present and do much to increase 
total sales to ultimate consumers. 


The merger 
just. announced has 


given a wide scape to the operations 
of the companies involved. 
It will 


permit them 
to put 
all kinds of 


planes-in the air from 
the tiniest 


one-seater to the largest passenger 
carrier.

FLYING SCHOOLS APPEAR 


This has led to the establishment 


of numerous flying schools. Merg- 
ers might allow the concentration of 
these schools to advantage, for there

question as. to 


whether the schools have not grown 
so fast that some are not adequately 
equipped for the best interests of avi- 
ation or their clients. 


In the manufacturing end, the sav- 


ings effected by consolidations will 
be large.

The device, a refinement of the ra- 


dio echo altimeter, proved its capa- 
bilities to skeptical aeronautical en- 
gineers in a test flight made from 
the Ford airport with a tri%iotored 
plane. It was shown to the public for 
the first time at the all-American 
Aircraft show. 


A green light on the plane's instru- 


ment board flashes a warning to the 
pilot when he is 250 feet above'any 
obstacle which may threaten a col- 
lision. 


A* «vpr»*iir tort foot

flashes a second message to the flier. 
Then as a final warning, a red light 
tells him that 
he is only 50 
feet 


above the hazard, whether it is a 
mountain, tree, building or other ob- 
stacle.

exact altitude above the ground at 
all times. He could avoid unexpected 
liaxards not registered on, the con-

to provide the fog-blinded flier with 
the information he lacks, and needs 
most,- today. He can land with pre- 
cise knowledge of his altitude at all

which he has been directed by radio

Dr. E. F. W. Alexanderson. con- 


sulting engineer of the General Elec- 
tric company, who perfected the de- 
vice, has harnessed the signal lights 
on the plane's instrument board to 
the radio echo altimeter, which he 
first announced last year. 


The time interval for a radio im- 


pulse to^travel 
from 
a speeding 


plane to the 'ground and back to the 
plane is measured by Dr. Alexander- 
son's device and computed on a met- 
er fvhich shows the 
plane's ', exact 


height above the ground. 


When the meter hand swings to 


indicate altitudes below 25 feet, the 
lights on the instrument board flash 
to attract the pilot's attention. 


Dr. Alexanderson, at first, tried to

trict «iforh*js, city attornevs and 
private practitioners of law in Wis- 
:onsm desire to keep up a decent 


standard of living a revision of their 
fees and salaries is imperative, Pres- 
ident Edward J. Dempsey of Osh- 
kosh, told about 500 state lawyers at 
the opening session of the AViiconsin 
Bar association here Thursday. 


The president's annual address fol- 


lowed a luncheon at uhich Mayor 
Djniel W. Hoan and Max W. Nohl. 
president of the Milwaukee Bar gave 
welcoming speeches. Allen T. Pi ay 
of Ash'and, responded. 


Mr. Dempsey declared the average 


county judge in Wisconsin is not 
paid as well as the average high 
grade mechanic. Ten counties pay 
their Judges only ?1,200 a jear, he 
said. 


"Whittier told In 'Maud Muller' 


how th« country maiden wished she 
could marry the judge and live in 
luxury," said Mr. Dempsey "The so 
phisticated Maud Muller of today 
would .not entertain such hopes " 


The speaker said county judges 


should be paid from $3,000 in coun 
ties having a population of less, than 
15,000 to $10,000 in counties having 
more- than 50,000 persons. He lec- 
ommended the payment of $15,500 
rather than $10,500, to the chief ji^ 
tice of the supreme court, $15,000 
rather than $10,000 for associate jus- 
tices and $12,000 instead, of $6,500 to 
$10,000 for circuit judges. 


District and city attorneys also 


should be better paid, Mr. Dempsey 
said. Only three cities/in Wisconsin 
—Madison, Racine and Kenosha — 
he said, pay fair salaries to their 
city attorneys. 


"It seems that th« average law- 


jer must be content to die poor," 
sa.d Mr. Dempsey. "Taking the state 
as a whole one out of five under 50 
has a taxable income of $3,000 or 
more. The best showing is made by 
attorneys in the industrial cities sit- 
uated in the southeastern section bf 
the state. In the Fox River valley, 
from Fond du Lac to Green Bay, the 
showing is slightly below the aver- 
age Madison is somewhat higher."

The boats 
are all loaded and clearance grant- 
ed about five p. m. and they are 
compelled to leave by six p. m. 


"Some of these boats carry from 


£00 to 1000 casv,s. and on their ar- 
rival on the American side it takes 
from two to three, hours to unload 
them. 


"No effort, as far as we can see 


.is made by the United States au- 
tbcrities to seize any of these boats,

Good Drainage and Suffi- 


cient Sunshine Also Re- 
quired 


Pointers for building up a la-wn 


and garden through the use of fertil- 
ization are given in a bulletin •writ- 
ten by C. J. Chapman of the soils 
department of the state department 
of agriculture. 


Essentials of a good lawn or gar- 


den, Mr. Chapman points out, are a 
rich, fertile soil, good drainage and 
plenty of sunshine. While fertiliza- 
tion will help many poor pieces of 
land not much can be done unless 
there is an abundance of sunshine 


Not much grass can be expected 


to grow in cities where dense fol- 
iage of trees shade the lawns and 
where the houses are set close to- 
gether and shade the yards. Fertiliz- 
ation will not do much m places like 
these. Certain types of grass such 
as Red Fescue and "tt'ood Meadow 
Grass will grow fairly well in these 
places and they are helped consid- 
erably by commercial fertilizer. Rye 
grass also can be used. 


Shaded gardens are seldom suc- 


cessful although there are a few veg- 
etables which 
grow fairly 
•well. 


Among these are leafy vegetables 
such as lettuce, spinach, Swiss chard 
and set onions. Even these will not 
do as well as they uould in the op- 
en.ilr. Chapman says that both sur- 
face and under drainage are nec- 
essary to insure a good lawn. Heavy 
clay soils may be bettered by a com- 
post material of leaves and lawn 
clippings and in extras cases it may 
even be necessary to put in drain 
tile. Surface runs or ditches should 
always be provided on more level 
grounds and gardens to take caie 
of surface water after heavy rams 


TIME AIDS VEGETABLES 


In gardens •where the soil is acid, 


lime will benefit most vegetables. It 
should be worked into the soil thor- 
oughly by raking at the rate of 20 
pounds per 100 sqilare feet. "Wood 
ashes can be used as a source of 
lime. 


Commercial fertilizers 
for 
lawn 


should be relatively high in nitrogen. 
Liberal amounts of phosphate and 
potash should be used on new lawns 
Mixtures such as 6-12-9, (6 per cent 
nitrogen, 12 per cent phosphoric acid 
and 9 per cent potash), 5-S-7, 4-8-6, 
or 15-3015, can oe used and should

be applied at the rate of about 3 
pounds per 100 square feet. The fer- 
tilizer should be worked into the 
ground thoroughly before seeding. 


Mr. Chapman also recommends a 


mixture such as 15-30-15, 6-12-9, 5-8- 
1 and 4-S-C for old established lawns. 
From one to two pounds should be 
applied to each 100 square feet. For 
gardens the same mixtures as are 
suggested for established lawns can 
be used. For small truck gardens the 
fertilizer should be applied at the 
rate of from three to five pounds 
per 100 square feet. It should be 
worked into the soil before planting. 
For cabbage, tomatoes 
and 
truck 


crops that planted in rows two or 


three feet apart it is well to •uork 
the fertilizer into the trenches before 
setting the plants or planting the 
seed. "Where applied 
in 
rows 
it 


should be used at the rate of one 
pound to 20 to 30 feet of row. 


The necessity of thorough mixing 


is stressed. "Working of the soil is 
as important as the use of fertiliz- 
ers.
